The farmers’ short course which is to be conducted here by the Minnesota Agricultural College, In 
cooperation with the local short course organization, it* to pay considerable attention to the profitable pro­ 
duction of corn and other field crops. 
Although chief attention will be given to corn raising, there will be 
many discussions on grain. 
Minnesota is a great grain stat© especially with reference to wheat. Last year It led all states In the yield of 
corn per acre. 
An extraordinary amount of clover and alfalfa is to be planted this year. 
Yet it is imperative 
that more attention should be pe*d to the crops in order to make our large yields still larger. 
Only by taking 
•very precaution against producing low yields of corn, grain and hay crops will the most be made out of 
farming as a business. 
So it is that the short course instructors are planning to pay particular attention to cora and grain rais­ 
ing. 
Lectures will be given on all phases of corn growing. 
The selection, curing, and testing of seed corn 
will be given much emphasis. 
The preparation of the seed bod, cultivation of the crop, and other principles 
of corn growing will receive attention. 
Special equipment will be supplied to make the work practical. 
A few lectures will be given on grain raising. 
Samples of grain will be judged, and tho reasons for plac­ 
ing one sample over another will be considered. 
Crop rotation, with special reference to the system* best 
suited to the community, will be discussed. 
The raising of hays and clovers, especially alfalfa, will bo treat­ 
ed by specialists. 
The treatment of grain for smut will be explained, and the equipment necessary to give 
the treatment will be shown. 
The short course will open at IO o’clock each morning and end at 4 o’clock each afternoon. Beginning at I# 
o’clock there will be a lecture on field crops for one-half of the farmers, the other half being given a similar one 
at ll o’clock. At I o’clock the work o I field crops will be started again, In two divisions, lasting until 3 o’clock. 
There will then be a conference an hour long at which different problems pertaining to the farm will be dis­ 
cussed, such as potatoes, alfalfa, silos and poultry. 
This hour has been set aside to enable farmers to sum 
up the things passed over during the day, and bring forward anything they wish to have explained. 
In addition to the field crops lectures, there will be another special course 4n live stock raising. 
A car­ 
load of cattle and horses will be brought by the college specialists to be used in illustrating the different 
types of stock found to be most profitable on the farm. 
Special attention will be paid to dairy and beef cat­ 
tle, nearly all the breeds commonly raised being represented. 
Feeding, co-operative 
breeding and 
shipping, 
the housing of stock, and other allied problems will be considered. 
There will be another course for the 
farm women at which problems of the farm home will be taken up. 
Obviously, it will not pay a single farmer in the locality to remain away from this short course. 
He 
may be able to pick up some ideas that will be worth hundreds of dollars to him in the management of hi* 
farm. 
For this reason it is expected there will be a very large attendance.
